The Emu 


“The emu is a large bird, half the 
size of an ostrich,”’ says Lee S. Crandall, 


Curator of Birds in the New York 
Zoological Park, writing of “The 
Troubles of Father Emu” in ‘Boys’ 


Life” for March. 
Australia, where there is also a closely 
related bird, the cassowary. The wings 
are rudimentary, so that the bird is un- 
able to fly. But it does not suffer from 
this lack, for its strong legs enable it to 
run with great speed and agility. In 
fact,-the emu is hard to catch and a dan- 
gerous opponent when cornered, for it 
is as elusive as an eel and can kick with 
tremendous force. When engaged in 
combat it leaps high in the air, and 
launches a trip-hammer blow strong 
enough to send a heavy man head over 
heels. 

“The feathers are loose and hair-like, 
with much the same consistency as dried 
sea-weed. Each feather appears to be 
double, for the after-shaft, a small 
feather which accompanies the main 
feather in some birds, here reaches an 
unusual size. Im spite of its apparent 
inefficiency, however, the plumage is 
quite waterproof, and the emu can en- 
dure almost unlimited amounts of rain, 
snow and cold without discomfort. 

“The voice of the emu is a resonant 
boom. In the male it is a rapid, come 
paratively light tattoo. The female 
possesses a large air sac, which hangs 
down below the chest, and with this she 
makes, at short intervals, a sound like 
the slow beating of adrum, These notes 
with variations, are used for all vocal 
purposes, including courtship. In the 
emu, advanced creature that it is, the 
female makes the advances, and it is 
then that her ventriloquial throbs are 
heard at their best.”

WOOD'S... 
IN Cos.ad WAR 


With Cleveland. McKinley and 
Roosevelt—Anvointed Gover- 


nor of Santiago. 


By JOHN G 4OLME, 
Author of “The Life of Leonard Wood.” 


It was at Fort McPherson, Georgia, 
that Leonard Wood made his greatest 
reputation as an athlete For two 
years he coached the football team of 
the Georgia Institute of Technology 
and played various positions. His 
team lost but one game during these 
two seasons, His Spartan physical 
courage is illustrated by a football in- 
cident. “He received a deep cut over 
he eye in a scrimmage one day. Dress- 
ng the injury hastily, he finished the 
sume, then went over to his office, 
where, standing before a mirror, he 
sterilized the wound and took four 
stitches in it. 

Cleveland was finishing his second 
erm Wood was assigned to 
Washington, where he became one of 
the White House physicians. The pres- 
ident took an immediate liking to this 
bronzed, quiet army officer who knew 
the Southwest like an open book. 
Cleveland liked to talk with him about, 
hunting and fishing and especially 
about Buzzard's Bay off Cape Cod, 
where they both had sailed and fished. 


Wood and Roosevelt Meet. 

_ In those days changes in the admin-: 
‘stration did not affect Wood,,and when 
McKinley became President his visits 
to the White House increased in num- 
her, for Mrs, McKinley was an invalid, 
requiring constant medical attention 
President McKinley soon grew to re- 
gard the competent army surgeon as 
highly as had his predecessor. 

In 1896 Leonard Wood, who now held 
the rank of a Captain in the Army, 
medical side, met Theodore Roosevelt, 
then Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
They were introduced at a reception 
in Washington, and before the evening 
was over they had become fast friends. 
This friendship was to last till the 
great American passed away at Saga- 
more Hill. They discovered that they 
had just missed each other at Harvard, 
that they had both had the western fe- 
ver. and that their likes and dislikes 
were remarkably similar. 

General Wood today admits that it 
was Roosevelt who kept him in the 
service when he was about to resign to 
take up ranching in the West. Roose- 
velt insisted that the country would 
soon need a man of his ability, and the 
two began planning their course of ac- 
tion should war be declared. They had 
virtually planned raising a regiment of 
jyicked men before diplomatic relations 
with Spain were severed. When Con- 
gress authorized the raising of three 
regiments among the cowboys, miners 
and ranchers of the West Wood secur- 
2d commission as Colonel of the First 
Volunteer Cavalry and Roosevelt as 
Lieutenant Colonel. 

War was declared April 26, 1898. and 
on May 29 the First Cavalry, better 
known as the Roush Riders, left the 
trainiig camp at San Antonio, Tex., 
for Port Tampa, Fla., to embark for 
Cuba. Wood and Roosevelt had re- 
cruited, drilled, officered and equipped 
the Rough Riders in 33 days, counting 
Sundays. It was a great record of 
speed and efficiency. 

Promoted on the Field. 

In order to make this record Wood 
cut through quantities of red tape*in 
the War Department. He could not 
get regulation yniforms, so he had his 
men wear brown canvas working uni- 
forms, not so peat, but much more 
practical in a tropical climate. He 
foresaw that his cavalry would have to 
serve unmounted, so he secured Krag 
rifles at a time when Krags were 
searce. He had no time to train his 
men in the use of sabers, so he ordered 
machetes, the instruments used for cut- 
ting sugar cane, He got these imple- 
ments from the New England factory 
which made them for the Cuban sugar 
fields. The Rough Riders landed in 
Cuba June 22 under the protection of 
shell fire from American warships. On 
June 24 the battle of Las Guasimas 
took place. The Rough Riders and 
their commander so distinguished 
themselves ag to win the commenda- 
tion of Major General “Fighting Joe’ 
Wheeler, in command of the cavalry; 
Brigadier General SB. M. Young and 
others, When General Young went 
down with the fever Wood was advane 
ed in rank to fill the vacancy, while 
Roosevelt was placed in full command 
of the Rough Riders 

Santiago surrendered on July 17, and 
General Shafter. commanding the ex- 
peditionary forces. selected Wood as 
military governor of the city. This 
was the great turning point in Wood's 
life. For 13 had been an 
army surgeon and officer. For the next 
10 years he was to play a most {m-, 
portant role in American history as 
government executive. administrator, 
statesman and diplomat. 

Shafter chose Wood for the military 
governorship of Santiago because of 
the remarkable efficiency and execu- 
tive ability he had shown In organizing 
the Rough Riders and In the short but 
dangerous eampaign in the jungle be- 
fore the fall of the city. He chose 
Wood because Wood was.& doctor, and 
Cuba was mighty sick. 

It was no eight hour day job that 
Leonard Wood. aged thirty-seven, en- 
countered in Santiago de Cuba,

HELPED PERRY WIN VICTORY 

Peter Tarr Made the Cannon 

That Served So Well in the 
Fight on Lake Erie. 

When Commodore Perry defeated 
the British on Lake Erie, his gunners 
turned the trick largely with home- 
made cannon balls, although at the 
time of the engagement the place 
where the deadly missiles were made 
was a Closely guarded secret. 

Accidental discovery a few days ago 
of a small antiquated tron furnace 
near Steubenville, however, reveals 
the secret and adds a new chapter to 
the historical sketches of Perry’s vic- 
tory. The furnace was found by men 
engaged in erecting furnaces for a 
large West Virginia steel company on 
the Tarr farm in Hancock county. 
West Virginia, directly across the 
river from Steubenville. It is said to 
have been the first fron “irnace in 
use this side of the Allegheny moun- 
tains, and to have been built by Peter 
Tarr, one “of the earliest settlers 
along the eastern banks of the Ohio 
river. 

Old records in’ Hancock county 
show that Peter Tarr worked day and 
night at his secret.task of making 
cannon balls from ore deposits found 
tn the hillsides about the furnace, and 
that he sent them overland on mules 
to Commodore Perry's forces hiding 
near Put-in Bay and Kelley’s tsland, 
awaiting an opportune time to strike 
the decigive blow at the British naval 
forces.

caused no little sensation. . The bill 


carried a one cent clause as it came from 
the committee but failed on enactment 
in the open Senate. The Senator from 
South Carolina had read into the record 
a letter and lengthy statement from the 
National Federation of Post Office 
clerks. It called to the attention the 
fact that provision had been made for 
one cent letter postage for local delivery 
and that if carried out it meant at this 
time a deficit of $30,000,000 in postal 
revenues. The labor organization de- 
clared it preposterous to make such a 
reduction now when more wages were 
necessary for all branches of the postal 
service. Senator Dial’s letter said that 
the various members of the unions mak- 
ing up the postal service. all protested 
such action and trusted that the Senate 
would let the postal rates alone at this 
time. More wages and less work are 
factors that the federations now so 
prominent in the postal affairs of the 
nation intend to make issue of later on. 
Congress has so been informed and while 
many have received their orders in si- 
lence some have rebelled—namely Sen- 
ator Dial from South Carolina. 

When the Senator received his letter 
of protest from the head official of the 
National Federation of Post Office 
Clerks he gave vent to a few ideas of 
rather a strong flavor. Right off the 
reel the Senator says that the labor 
man’s figures aboul postal affairs are 
not true; in, other words they are far 
from the truth and the postal affairs 
never admit what the labor men say is 
true. Then the Senator says that “he 
is a friend of the postal employees” and 
that .it would be better if such organiza- 
tions left those who knew the facts of 
the case to do the work properly and in 
order. 

“Tam tired of outside interference,” 
said Senator Dial to the Senate, “with 
legislation. The committees here do 
their work arduously, give hearings to 
everybody interested, and then we get 
this kind of propaganda. I do not know 
whether anybody is influenced by this 
or not, but I want to say that it will be 
humiliating if we cannot act here like 
independent men, if we have got to be 
swayed-—I do not suppose anybody here 
would be swayed—by this kind of pro- 
paganda. I say that it is unbecoming 
for the employees to come in here and 
try to intermeddle with legislation. If 
I] thought that I could not come here and 
other Senators could not come here and 
legislate independently, I would ad- 
vise them all to go home and put on a 
‘Mother Hubbard’, and help sew but- 
tons.on the children’s clothes, and darn 
their socks, and sweep the back yards, 
and perform work belonging to the fem- 
inine gender, and old ladies at that. 
We ought to go on and legislate here for 
the business interests of the country. 
The business people have stood by the 
postal employees and they are entitled 
to a reduction in postage, and it is a 
strange thing to me that we cannot get 
down here and try to get things back to 
a normal basis. Letters by the thous- 
and are now carried and delivered by 
hand. I know that ‘bank empléyees 
deliver them around, and that the 
business interests of our population are 
penalized unnecessarily.” 

It seems that the National Associa- 
tion of Letter Carriers, the National 
Federation of Post Office Clerks, the 
Railway Mail Association and the 
National Federation of Rural Carriers 
all presented this signed memorial 
against one cent letter postage.  Self- 
protection after all prompted it, one 
would judge from reading, but that is 
it propaganda none can deny. Many 
members of both House and-Senate are 
gelting tired of propaganda car ted on 
now as never before and for almost every 
subject that draws a bill. It is a heavy 
tax on some one and a source of revenue 
would be to tax these agents and tens‘ of 
thousands of dollars would fall into the 
treasury vearly if the call of the propa- 
ganda was to be continued. Washing- 
ton ts filled as never before with all sorts 
of lobbyists for that is what the men 
are who carry on this and that propa- 
ganda in person. A lobby at one time 
was looked upon as a tarf mixture only 
but now who hears of the taritf at all? 

Senator Dial hit a strong blow some- 
where when he got after these govern- 
ment propaganda spreaders and all 
sorts of ire has been stirred up as a 
consequence. Many Senators — are 
pleased at the South Carolina man's 
strong play and while they remain silent 
they approve of his words and_ his 
stand. It is not known what steps will 
be taken to prevent this sort of business 
in the future but at this time petitions 
are of course allowed. Propaganda 
along the lines for more wages and 
shorter hours is on as never before and 
the onslaught against the Congress 
does not help matters at all. 

A Washington school teacher ts_re- 
ported to have said that “the Congress 
is made up of grafters, of second-class 
men, and second-class lawyers”. So 
Representative Summers of Washing- 
ton tells the House, and another school 
inquiry is on. Oh, what is the matter 
with Washington? It does seem that 
the parlor ‘bulls’ have been allowed 
too wide and too open a berth right here 
in the Nation’s capital. The Congress 
is made up of men and that is more than 
can be said of some of the bodies seeking 
advancement and the higher things in 
life. Propaganda is a weapon of a 
dangerous sort when it is in the hands 
of half-baked teachers and speakers who 
talk for talking’s sake. Congress and 
the House will treat with this teacher 
andit ooks as if she would be out of a 
job very soon. 

While the House of Representatives 
talked on the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill the feature relating to 
the collection and disposal of garbage 
was objected to by Representative Mudd. 
And then a while later Mr. Bee fought 
for playgrounds to be used the year 
round. Gee, you cannot tell what a 
name will do in Congress.

Americanization Interests Women 
at Convention 


One of the most interesting of the 
conferences held during the recent 
Victory Suffrage Convention in Chi- 
cago was that presided over by Mrs. 
Frederick P. Bagley of Boston, Mass., 
chairman of the Committee on Amer- 
ican Citizenship of the National Am- 
erican Woman Suffrage Association, 
and chairman, also of Americanization 
for the National Republic Committee in 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Bagley, who has been active for 
several years in educational and Am- 
ericanization work for the state in 
Massachusetts, had crowded confer- 
ences, and, as chairman of the commit- 
tee, submitted the following recommen- 
dations to the National League of Wo- 
men Voters, which were unanimously 
endorsed: 

1. Compulsory education whieh shall 
include adequate training in citizenship 
in every state for all children between 
six and sixteen, nine months of each 
year. ; 

2. Education of adults by extension 
classes of the public schools. 

3. English made the basic language 
of instruction in the common school 
branches in all schools public and_pri- 
vate. 

4. Specific qualifications for citizen- 
ship and impressive ceremonials for 
naturalization. 
°. Direct citizenship for women nat 
citizenship through marriage, as a 
qualification for the vote. 

6. Naturalization for married wo- 
men made possible. 

7. Printed citizenship instruction in 
the foreign languages, for the use of the 
foreign born, as a function of the Feder- 
al Government. 

_ 8. Schools of citizenship in conjunc- 

tion with the public schools, a certifi- 
cate from such schools to be a quali- 
fication for the educational test for nat- 
uralization. ; 

9. -An educational qualification for 
the vote in all states.

Even he is not such an 
extremist as the man who before of- 
fering to exchange his lower berth 
reservation on a sleeper with a woman 
who had an upper, first inquired wheth- 
er she were a sullragist, and upon find- 
ing his worst fears realized, withheld 
the offer. 

In the case of the 8.09 train of course, 
it is all the fault of the Boston and 
Maine for not providing enough seats 
for all the passengers, but it is interest- 
ing to note how the men behave under 
the prevailing conditions.
